MAVIT. He was a Dominican friar, and died in 
the monastery of S. Giovanni e San Paolo at 
Venice in 1527, aged 94. The first part of the 
book has been copiously annotated in the margins 
by a previous owner, probably an artist, who has 
also sometimes illustrated the text by small 
drawings, mainly of an architectural nature.
